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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 , the recitation "a second interface with an insulating material laterally 
sounding the first track,..., the first rack further comprising at least one additional 
interface with an insulating material, placed at a distance from the first connection which 
is substantially less than a width of the first track at the first interface." Is not understood 
and is confusing. Is a second interface similar to the first interface of the first track? If 
so, how could the second interface be with an insulating material? Should not it be with 
a second conducting connection? Similar to the second interface, one additional 
interface (with an insulating material). Where is the exact location of the width of the first 
track at the first interface? Do the Applicants mean to say "the width of the first track" 
which is, for example L1 shown in Fig. 2. 



References Cited 

2. Nozaki (US 5,502,337) shows an electrical connection device between a first 
conducting track 3a and a second conducting track 3b of an integrated circuit 
comprising a first conducting connection 6b between the first track and the second 
track, the first track 3a having a first interface with the first connection and the second 
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track having a second interface. However, Nozaki fails to teach that the second 
interface disposed with an insulating material laterally surrounding the second track. 
Please also see Miyamoto et al . (US 6,774,024 B2), Buvnoski (US 6,218,282 
B1 V Yamaha (US 6,297,563 B1 ), Hiaoins. Ill (US 5,434,452), Ewen et al . (US
